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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 39, 41-44, 46, 48-51, 53 and 55 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement for reasons for allowance. 

2. Claims 39, 46 and 53 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references 
taken individually or in combination fail to particularly teach or fairly suggest grouping 
cable modems into a plurality of groups of cable modems, where the cable modems are 
grouped into the plurality of groups based on a latency associated with each of the 
plurality of groups; assigning a different virtual upstream channel to each of the plurality 
of groups, where each virtual upstream channel is associated with a different mini-slot 
size and a different modulation and symbol rate or preamble; receiving bandwidth 
requests from multiple ones of the cable modems; for each of the bandwidth requests, 
determining a mini-slot size based on the modulation and symbol rate of the virtual 
upstream channel to which a respective cable modem is assigned; and scheduling 
transmission on a physical channel from cable modems associated with each of the 
bandwidth requests based on a respective mini-slot size.
